Progress of B ls T i Ip T hrough th e Golden 
State. 
nlVKR'siuL, O il., April 24.— President 
Harrison's train halted at 3:45 p. nu 
near Arlington 
and about 0 m iles 
from Riverside, where carriages were 
in w aiting aud the party w as driven to 
Riverside 
through a 
succession 
of 
grange groves. 
At the high school 
the children of the tow n threw dow ­ 
ers 
in 
front 
of 
the 
president’s 
carriage 
and 
rained 
bouquets on 
him. 
Here the fiery spirited horses 
attached to tho president's carriage 
became frightened and dashed into a 
mass of school children. 
N o one was 
injured, however, and the procession 
moved on. 
Under an escort of tw o 
companies of soldiers the 
president 
proceeded 
to 
the 
Glenwood hotel, 
where he made a short address, and 
then he and his party were driven to 
the Santa Fe station, where the train 
w as w aiting, arriving there at 5:30 
o’clock. 
The tram left im m ediately 
for Pasadena. 
Upon arrival at San Diego in the 
morning 
the president proceeded to 
the Hotel »ie Coronado, where he was 
received 
by 
ex-Gov. 
Murray 
and 
Mayor Gunn and the San Diego recep­ 
tion comm ittee. 
Gov. Torres, chief ex­ 
ecutive of • Lower. California, and his 
staff’, representing the president 
of 
Mexico, were also introduced. 
Gov. Torres read to the president the 
follow ing dispatch which he had re­ 
ceived from President Diaz: 
‘‘It has come to my knowledge that tho presi­ 
dent of the United States w ill visit San Die­ 
go, May 23, and I let you know it so that you 
may call to congratulate him in my name and 
present him with my compliments. 
“P o r fir io Diaz.” 
The president responded as follows: 
‘ Gov. T o r r e s: This message from that pro­ 
gressive and intelligent gentleman who pre­ 
sides over the destinies of our sister republic is 
most grateful to me. 
I assure you that 
all oar people, that Hie government through 
all

authorities,

and for the

We 
covet, sir. your good will and those mutual 
exchanges which are profitable, aud we hope 
that the two republics may forever dwell in 
fraternal peace.”

Mr. Harrison deliv­ 
ered a speech. 
At South Riverside the 
president left the train for a few min­ 
utes and w as photographed w ith his 
left hand resting against a column of 
block tin mined in the vicinity. 
P a sa d en a , Cal., April 24.—The pres­ 
ident's train arrived here at 7:40 o’clock 
Thursday night. 
From 8 to 9 the pres­ 
ident and Gov.

□PHILIP MOEN DEAD. 


T h o B a r b e d W ire M a n u f a c tu r e r a V ictim 
o f A p o p le x y —S t r a n g e K p U o d e o f 
H U 
Life. 
W o rcester, Mass., April 24.—Philip 
L. Moon, president of the Washburn A 
Moen M anufacturing Company, died at 
his home in this city late Thursday 
afternoon. 
He suffered a stroke of 
apoplexy several days ago and never 
rallied, 
lie was born in W ilna, N. Y., 
November 13, 1824,'awd had *been con­ 
nected w ith the wire w orks in this city 
forty-six years, lie leaves st w idow and 
three children. 
He was one of the 
Blaine electors iii 1884. 
Mr. Moon’s life had been marked by 
ane singular episode and that was his 
Connection w ith the notorious “Doc” 
Levi Wilson. 
W ilson was a coachman 
—a 
low, 
vulgar 
fellow —and yet, 
without any apparent reason as far 
vs is known, Mr. Moen in the course 
af seven 
years 
paid 
him between 
$500,000 and 
8400,000. 
He began to 
make these paym ents to Wilson in 1875. 
In 18*2 Mr. Moen announced to Wilson 
that he should pay him no more money, 
giving him then £20,000. 
Wilson in 1835 
brought suit against Moen for £110,000, 
Maiming 
that the 
W orcester man­ 
ufacturer 
had 
agreed to 
pay 
all 
his 
(W ilson's) 
breach 
of 
pi cruise 
jases and they aggregated that figure. 
The jury disagreed. 
Since Wilson has 
been wandering about, being now nom­ 
inally a com m ercial traveler in the west. 
Mr. Moen never m entioned the affair to 
•von 
his 
intim ate 
friends. 
He 
insisted 
that 
it 
was 
a 
case of 
blackmail, 
pure 
and 
simple, 
but 
declined 
to 
make 
any 
explana­ 
tion further than to 
say his good 
aame w as not involved in W ilson’s 
secret. 
Wilson as long as ho received 
money from Moen refused any explana­ 
tion, but after his supplies were cut off 
he declared he was Mr. Moon's ille­ 
gitim ate child.

Tile new boose of the Century is built 
a mile aud a I,alf farther uptown titan 
its old one, occupying a space IOO feet 
square on tho north side of Forty-third 
street, a little distance from its junction 
with Fifth avenue, at the point where 
the process of ab rad in g th at royal road 
into a shopping street seems for the 
moment to have paused. 
Its style is 
that Italian Renaissance brought into 
such vogue of late years for both pub­ 
lic and private buildings. Tile material 
is a pale brick, in color a little warmer 
than gray, rather colder than yellow, 
gcmewhat raw as yet, but promising 
mellowness with time, and relieved over 
much of its surface with terra cotta or­ 
namentation of a harmonizing tint. 
It rises to the height of three stories, 
the lowest one finished iii dressed gray 
Voile crossed by narrow horizontal 
Lands of terra cotta, forming such an 
elevation as to serve for a massive base 
to tile whole structure, and cadi of the 
upper ones gaining in height upon the 
one below’ it. 
Tho entrance is through 
a graceful and stately arch of gray 
stone, piercing the two lower stories, 
and supporting at the base of tire third 
a broad entablature crowned with ail 
exquisite recessed loggia, which, after 
the Florentine manner, is open to th o ' 
air, and with w hich tho dining room 
connects. 
Low pilasters, parting tho 
window bays, two on each side, relievo 
the flatness of the front and inclose 
tpaces enriched but not crow’ded with 
wreaths and other decorative forms in 
terra cotta. 
Tile effect yielded by the 
sample contour, pure lines and largo 
treatm ent of surface of tile building, 
aided by its color, is th at of blended 
dignity and delicacy. 
Tho interior nrrangoment preserves 
throughout th at scheme of large com* 
mon h ating spaces which 
mado so 
agreeable a feature in tho old building. 
At the rear of the gronnd floor, given 
to offices and strangers* rooms, a broad 
stairway m ounts on each side to a plat­ 
form, midway of tile height of this 
story, giving access to the gallery, de­ 
tached from tile main structure, built 
nearly across the width of tho ground, 
and lighted from above and on three 
sides. 
Tile billiard room is below the 
gallery. 
Turning again toward Hie front, the 
double stairway rises to tile second 
floor, divided into spacious halls for 
meetings and conversation, and, gain­ 
ing the third floor, leads to tho library 
and the dining room and smoking 
rooms. 
Following tho plan of all m od­ 
em clubs, which civilization is strangely 
slow in adapting to private houses, tho 
processes and odors of cooking are con­ 
fined to the region just below the roof. 
It is curious That the ridgepole and tho 
hearth, both of which were once syno­ 
nyms for tho home, should a t length 
have m et in one place. 
An air of severe simplicity reigns in 
these m arble lined halls and oak wain­ 
scoted apartm ents, relieved by color of 
onyx panels, by graceful curves of clas­ 
sic chimney pieces, by columns of dark 
wood and veined marble, and by tho 
gilding of capital and balustrade. 
So 
free are tho spaces th at from almost 
anypoint there opens a striking per­ 
spective of arch and pillar and stair­ 
way.
